City Improvements 
Total $4.7 Million 
Over Last 15 Years 


The City of Grayling has spent $4.7 million 
for capital improvements in the last fifteen 
years. 

Most of the money has been spent im- 
proving streets plus water and sewer ser- 
vice. But the city has also built a new indus- 
trial park, constructed new buildings, 
bought fire department and city equipment, 
and purchased land. 

The city received about $1.4 million in 
grants for streets, water and sewer projec- 
projects, and building the industrial park. 
The rest of the improvement money came 
from local funds. 

In a 12-page review of city projects over 
the last 15 years written for city councilmen, 
city manager Jerry Morford comments: 

“Beginning in the early 1970’s the Gray- 
ling City Council and the City Administra- 
tion commenced a major effort to improve 
the physical assets of the City of Grayling. 
The rationale behind this goal was the im- 
provement of the quality of life in Grayling 
by making the city a safer and healthier 
place to live and work.” 

‘*|, Although a good deal of work is still to 
be accomplished we believe that the City 
Council can be proud of the physical asset 
growth which has occurred since 1970.” 

“We look forward to the completion of our 
street construction program when all our 
streets have been paved with curbs and gut- 
ters and storm drains where necessary. We 
are also anticipating some renovations and 
possible enlargement of our Sewage Lagoon 
system which will increase the city’s ability 
to expand.” 

“These efforts will demonstrate that, 
although they have never been stated in 
writing, the City Council and the Adminis- 
tration have set some goals for themselves. 
We have attained some (Industrial Park 
and Equipment) and made excellent 
piugress on oilers.” 

The following is a look at the city’s growth 
in physical assets during the last 15 years.

In addition, part of 
the 1983-84 street program was completed 
during this fiscal year. Cost $488,015 of 
which $100,000 came from the H.U.D. Block 
Grant. 

1983-84 The street construction which 
was Started in the 1982-83 fiscal year was 
completed and included approximately 4250 
feet of paving was completed with curbs & 
gutter and some storm drains. The addition- 
al cost involved was $141,833. 

1984-85 Street improvements were 
made to the extent of $216,158. This expen- 
diture was made on the north side of the city 
and was principally to alleviate the major 
drainage problems in that area.

DNR Report 
on Wiildtife 


Heavy snow and cold tem- 
peratures for the last couple 
of weeks have made the en- 
tire district a genuine ‘‘win- 
ter wonderland.” Snow 
depths range from 18’ in 


Alpena to 2% to 3 feet from 


Gaylord west. 

Deer are now tightly yard- 
ed throughout most of the 
district;. the record snows 
have not yet caused them 
any significant problems, 
however. Other wildlife, 
grouse, bunnies, and other 
small animals may actually 
benefit from the early deep 
snow. Wildlife biologists in 
this district are concerned 
about the impact of the 
weather conditions on wild 
turkeys, and would like to be 
advised of turkey sightings 
by the public so they can 
monitor the effects of the 
weather on flocks. The an- 
nual elk survey is tentatively 
scheduled to begin next 
week; the heavy snow cover 
may cause some change in 
those plans. 

Ice conditions on district 
lakes range from fair to 
poor. The only places that 
ice is really very good are 
those deep lakes that froze 
late. Heavy snow cover on 
most lakes has made the ice 
slush covered and honey- 
combed in many places. 
Most lakes are producing 
reasonably good catches of 
bluegills and pike. Splake 
and smelt are being taken 
from Thumb Lake in Charle- 
voix county; success is fair. 
Bradford Lake is producing 
some perch. Winter anglers 
are advised to exercise ex- 
treme caution on all lake ice. 
Because of the early snows, 
we may not get good ice on 
some lakes all winter. Be 


Careful out there. 
Cross country ski con- 
ditions are excellent 


throughout the district; most 
trails are being groomed on 
a weekly basis, and are 
receiving significantly more 
use so far this winter than 
last. Also, several state 
parks in the district have 
trail systems available for 
winter use. Hoeft (Rogers 
City), Cheboygan, Young 
(Boyne City), Petoskey, and 
Wilderness all offer cross 
country ski trails. 

Snowmobile conditions are 
excellent on the trails, but 
very difficult off trails. Deep 
snow makes off trail sled- 
ding tough at best. Most 
trails in the district are now 
being groomed at least 
weekly. Much of our groom- 
ing equipment broke down 
over the holidays, but is back 
in action now; trails are now 
receiving much needed at- 
tention.

Acid in Diet Fatal 


Feline urologic syndrome 
(FUS), one of the three most 
common diseases of domestic 
cats and a major concern to 
their owners, has been link- 
ed tothe amount of acid found 
in the diet by a scientist at the 
University of California, 
Davis. 

FUS is caused by the for- 
mation of crystals in the 
urethra or bladder of the cat. 
The warning signs of FUS 
include straining to urinate 
(which is often confused with 
constipation), bloody urine 
and loss of appetite. 

The significance of this 
breakthrough demonstrates 
that it is possible for com- 
mercial diets to be safe and 
steps are being taken to re- 
formulate both dry and wet 
foods by commercial pet 
food companies.

trace of well-scraped snow 
left in sporadic spots on the 
left lane. I passed the 
deputy’s car, increasing my 
speed to 57 mph in order to 
get around quickly, signaled, 
then pulled in front of the 
deputy and reduced my 
speed to 55 mph.

the slain civil rights leader with a national 
holiday, is a fact for the first time this year 
— and controversy likely will continue, but 
on a more subdued basis for some time to 
come. . 

There are those who see the holiday as a 
recognition of black achievement Indeed, 
Dr. King’s widow, Coretta, said as mich 
while back when she cited the observance 
as “‘a holiday to honor, through him, the 
achievements of all black people in this 
nation.” 

Personally, I prefer that the observance 
honor all persons — whether black, white, 
brown, red or any color or nationality — 
who have fought for the social, racial, 
ethnic, economic, religious or other human 
rights of any people, wherever and when- 
ever they have been denied or endangered. 

In that way, it seems to me, Martin 
Luther King Day can become a true 
national hoilday. 

- KING’S MOST famous speech — his “I 
Have a Dream” declaration topping a civil 
rights march in Washington in 1963 — is 
properly famous already, and bears 
repeating and remembering: 

‘‘Kven though we face the difficulties of 
today and tomorrow, I still have a dream... 

“T have a dream ... that one day this 
nation will rise up and live out the true 
meaning of its creed: ‘We hold these truths 
to be self-evident, that all men are created 
equal.’ 

‘“T have a dream ... that one day on the 
red hilis of Georgia, the sons of former 
slaves and the sons of former slave-owners 
will be able to sit down together at the 
table of brotherhood. 

*“T have a dream ... that one day even the 
state of Mississippi,.a state sweltering 
with the people’s injustice, sweltering with 
the heat of oppression, will be transformed 
into an oasis of freedom and justice. 

‘“I have a dream ... that my four little 
children will one day live in a nation where 
they will not be judged by the color of their 
skin but by the content of their character. 

‘“T have a dream ... that one day every

WHEN THIS COLUMN reviewed 
relative commentary from the past year 
recently, space prevented repeating 
comments about the newspaper business.

Commenting on a musing by Gov. Blan- 


chard that being governor is a lonely job: 

“In a very minor but similar way, I 
know how the governor must feel. Being a 
newspaper editor or publisher in a small 
town is somewhat the same — there’s no- 
body around with whom to talk or review 
things who has the same problems you 
have. A small town newspaper is the only 
game in town, so to speak; and if there 
were another newspaper in the same town, 
the editor and publisher probably wouldn’t 
trade secrets or problems anyway, 
because the competition is keen.

— implement a “‘sensible and dynamic 
strategy’ involving improved state 
regulation and programs to support sup- 
pliers which was proposed for state part- 
nership with General Motors and the UAW 
in an unsuccessful effort to lure the Saturn 
plant on an industry wide basis. - 

— increase investments in advanced 
technologies and engineering education. 

— privatize some public services, with 
top candidates being prisons, health pro- 
grams and management of welfare and 
unemployment programs. 

— redirect state spending more to in- 
vestment in such things as education, in- 
dustry development and transportation, 
while giving more scrutiny to consumption 
programs such as welfare. 

— state policies which encourage 


regional decisionmakers to focus on 


shared opportunities and responsibilities 
in a metropolitan area in ways ranging 
from regional institutions to shared tax 
bases.

Herbal | 
Corner 


How many of you have 
heard the terms: saffron 
si'nset, saffron robe, saffron 
yellow? Well, darlin’, I am 
going to give you a few 
figures for you to put into 
your brains and compute. 

There are three stamens 
(or stigmas) per Crocus 
sativus (Saffron). It takes 
60,000 plants to produce one 
pound of Saffron. How many 
stamens would you have in a 
pound of Saffron? Mind- 
boggling is it not? One grain 
of Saffron contains the 
stamens of nine flowers or 27 
stamens in all. More than 
20,000 pounds of Saffron has 
been imported in a year’s 
time. It is difficult even for 
me to visualize the acreage 
of bulbs. 

Safflower is very like in 
color, with a hint of aroma, 
and is sometimes used to 
adulterate Saffron. Saffron 
itself is aromatically strong; 
and unless you are very well 
acquainted with the spice 
Saffron, the ignorant buying 
a powdered product will not 
know the difference between 
the pure product and the 
adulterated one. 

One gram of Saffron lasts 
me through seven to ten Saf- 
fron rice dishes - depending 
on how much I pinch. I use.a 
small morter and pestel to 
grind the stamens, although 
a spoon and a bowl will 
produce much the same 
results. 

Saffron gives a beautiful 
bright yeliow color to the 
liquid —- whereas Safflower 
gives a yellow to red color — 
and is used to dye wool, cot- 
ton, ete. Tt is also used in 
breads and pastries, some 
dishes for the color, other 
dishes for its fragrance and 
taste — which, by the way, is 
quite pleasant — and I have 
seen it in some fish recipes. 

Saffron is expensive, but 
well worth the price; but 
then who else is worth a little 
expense if not you, dear- 
heart?

Both snowshoe hares and 
cottontail rabbits are impor- 
tant to man. The most ob- 
vious importance is that of 
Tasty, 
challenging to hunt and 
widely available throughout 
the state, both species are 
hunted from fall through late 
winter. Both species are also 
primary prey species for 
many kinds of predators. 
Coyotes, foxes, bob cats, 
lynx, hawks and owls all 
depend on the rabbit and 
hare for survival. Therefore, 
trappers depend in part on 
them, also. 

Both species, but 
especially the snowshoe, 
have population cycles. The 
snowshoe cycle apparently 
increases slowly, with minor 
ups and downs, for several 
years ‘when there is 2& 
tremendous increase for a 
year or two. Hares are 
everywhere, in some cases 
causing damage to crops and 
other food species. Then 
‘shock disease’, in which 
there is some degeneration 
of the liver, causes a 
catastrophic drop in hare 
numbers. The cycle is 10-15 
years long. The last peak 
locally was in the mid-to-late 
1970's. 

While hares and rabbits 
have a high reproductive 
rate, they also have a high 


‘Mortality rate. Some people 


feel that hunting and 
predation cause the popula- 
tion fluctuations. The op- 
posite is true. Predators 
depend on the prey popula- 


tion.. When prey. increases, 


predation increases, Rabbit 
hunters, as do all sport hunt- 
ers, take only surplus popu- 
lation members.

If you have never worked 
in the woods with a crosscut 
saw and axe, while up to 
your knees in snow with 
your ear flaps down I guess 
you can’t very well imagine 
what it is like. I dare-say 
there are those who will read 
this who wilf recall all to well 
those days when their breath 
hung in the winter air as well 
as the vivid pain of a branch 
striking a not quite numb 
cheek. 

I don’t know how many 
sawlogs or sticks of pulp 
wood you cut each day, buta 
hundred logs or sticks a day 
was a decent days labor for 
me. By todays standard it 
didn’t amount to much, since 
it was twelve cents for a saw- 
log and six cents for a stick 
of pulp wood. 

Some time back I came 
across a. snippit of informa- 
tion which might be of in- 
terest. I don’t know why the 
foreman bothered to record 
the following, maybe 
because he sensed an end to 
such things and felt future 
generations should know 
what had happened. His 
crew of seventy-five men, 
twenty horses, and fourteen 
oxen started on one hundred 
twenty acres of pine timber, 
upon which the foreman 
estimated there were at 
least twelve thousand trees. 
The crew cut one hundred 
four trees a day, from which 
they sawed five. hundred 
twenty-two logs per day. It 
took one hundred fifteen 
days to complete the job. 
The foreman didn’t say, but 
fallers were typically paid a 
dollar a day, so each of those 
logs cost about two cents in 
labor cost to have cut.

The abundant snowfall has made this 
season one of the better ones for groomed 
trails, says Frank Barber, one of the DNR 
workers from the Grayling field office 
grooming the trails. He and Duane Brooks 
normaily groom the trails five days a week. 

Grooming the 25-mile Skyline trail usually 
takes one day traveling at speeds averaging 
three to five miles an hour over the trail. 
The 45-mile Lovells trail usually takes two 


Sometimes when ihe traiis have a iot of 
ruts, Barber or Brooks will turn around at 
the next intersection and make another pass. 
over the trail te try to fill in the holes better. 

“The temperature is a big factor in 
grooming,” Barber said, ‘Tf the temper- 
ature is in the 20’s or so the snow will move 
and pack right into the ruts. If-it’s colder, 
the snow is just like powder or dust. You can 
move it but it won’t stay. The first time a 
snowmobile ski hits it, it's gone." 

The two main county trails are marked 
with orange diamonds or dots‘on trees and 
routed signs. Barber and Brooks replace 
signs along the trails each day they groom. 
The routed signs are frequently stolen. 

The Chamber of Commerce has maps of 
the Skyline and Lovells trails and trails out 
at Camp Grayling.

Alzheimers 
Disease 


One of the forms of demen- 
tia that strikes people from 
all walks of life is Alz- 
heimers Disease. For years 
it was thought to be senility 
or hardening of the arteries. 
It is neither, it is a disease 
that involves degeneration of 
neurons in the brain rather 
than blood vessels. Approx- 
imately 15% of those over 
the age of 65 (some four 
million persons) have some 
degree of cognitive impair- 
ment. The majority of these 
cases are due to Alzheimers 
disease. 

One noted geriatric 
specialist commented that 
Alzheimers looks like death 
from boredom. To help 
relieve the boredom friends 
and relatives of Alzheimers 
victims must encourage 


. them to do whatever they 


can still do for themselves 
and by themselves. Because 
the disease varies from per- 
son to person there is no 
telling what an individual 
may be still able to do 3 or 5 
or 7 years after the 
diagnosis. 

Alzheimers disease is one 
of the most frequent causes 
of memory impairment and 
mental confusion. So far 
there has been no cause or 
cure found for this type of 
dementia. This disorder 
results in a gradual and pro- 
gressive loss of brain cells, 
which manifests itself in per- 
sistent and continued loss of 
memory and judgment. A 
change in personality, with 
episodes of aggressive or 
agitated behavior which 
make it difficult for the per- 


son to receive proper atten-. 


tion. Some of these symp- 
toms can be controlied or 
modified. Among the most 
important methods of treat- 
ment for Alzheimers disease 
is to provide an environment 
that will allow the individual 
to move and act as freely as 
‘possible with danger to 
themselves or other people. 
This may require that activi- 
ties be organized so the Alz- 
heimers victim may partici- 


‘pate at a level that is suit- 


able and not frustrating. 

We have started an Alz- 
heimers Support Group here 
in Grayling. This is for 
family, friends and care- 
givers of Alzheimers vic- 
tims. We meet the third Fri- 
day of each month, at 3:00 
p.m. at Grayling Health 
Care Facility.
